Groups of two or three gathered last Satur-

"I have an idea it was time for a change. 


The whole country seems to be adopting a 
different system in all lines of business. It 
will probably mean better service for us here 
in the valley—chain stores, chain banks—it is 
probably the most economical way of doing 
business. The thing to do is to adapt our- 
selves to it and go along with it." 


Each man had something to say about just 


how the change might affect him personally.

Slashing at Carbuncles— 


When business and government are willing 


to treat causes and not symptoms', in the fash- 
ion that medical clinics advance to a diag- 
nosis, sit-down strikes will no longer be prob- 
lems. 


As long as government and business try to 


meet the sit-down strike situation merely by 
pronouncing it illegal, the cause will remain, 
and will therefore break out in some other 
form very frequently in the future. 


A medical clinic that decided to cure car- 


buncles by cutting them off even with the 
skin as fast as they appeared, would imme- 
diately arouse the opposition and condemna- 
tion of the entire medical profession. The 
cause of carbuncles is deeper in the human 
body. Something is poisoning the blood- 
stream. 


Governor Murphy of Michigan, as well as 


President Roosevelt, have been bitterly de- 
nounced by the old school of political and in- 
dustrial thinking, because, in the case of Mur- 
phy, he failed to arrest and eject sit-down 
strikers, who, it can undoubtedly be admitted, 
were acting illegally. But such action would 
cause more aid bloodier trouble, Murphy 
knew, just as medical men know that more 
serious trouble is caused by slashing off car- 
buncles. 


A deep-seated industrial disease in this 


country has as its outward manifestations 
such exhibitions as sit-down strikes and other 
forms of labor trouble that may not be just 
alike at any time with any continuity or con- 
sistency. Nothing will ever be accomplished 
of a lasting nature by attempting to suppress 
such manifestations on the ground that they 
are illegal. A carbuncle on a man's body is 
illegal, one might say. A carbuncle can be 
condemned in no uncertain terms, and de- 
clared to be a painful nuisance and an out- 
rage. 


Teaching of the Christian religion was most 


emphatically against the Roman law at one 
time. The Magna Charta of England was 
forced on the king by an unlawful revolt by 
the barons; the leaders of the Protestant refor- 
mation openly and flagrantly defied the laws 
of the Catholic church; the Boston tea-party 
was an act of law-breaking vandals, and the 
war that followed was not legal until it be- 
came successful. There isn't a reform worthy 
of the name in all history but began as a de- 
fiance of written law and accepted custom. 


Sit-down strikes are doubtless illegal, and 


probably ineffective and foolish per se, or in 
and of themselves. But they warn of some- 
thing definitely wrong in the body politic, 
just as carbuncles warn of something wrong 
in the human body. Cure lies thru a careful 
and anxious clinical diagnosis.

The thing to do is to get into step, strike

A Little Theater Possibility— 


The stage must train performers for the 


screen, says Edwin Schallert, veteran drama 
critic of the Los Angeles Times. 


After alluding to the poor preparation evi- 


dent in many newcomers to the film art, and 
to their disadvantageous appearance in scenes 
with seasoned stage troupers, he intimates 
that, not only should these young people be 
subjected to the rigid routine of the legiti- 
mate stage for a considerable period before 
being screened, but that stage training and 
stage appearances should go along constantly 
with the work of making motion pictures. 


Financing of stage productions on any scale 


commensurate with the days of the past is 
out of the question. Opportunity for young 
performers, even after achieving some suc- 
cess on the screen, to appear in person in pro- 
ductions, is limited. 


It would seem to this writer that the Little 


Theater movement could answer this need. 
With the cooperation of film companies, high- 
ly organized and financed, that could easily 
contribute to the maintenance of small the- 
ater groups, film players already recognized 
for ability could be allowed to participate in 
the many productions of these groups. This 
would inject into the Little Theater the par- 
ticipation of high-class stage and screen di- 
rectors, something sadly needed. It would 
open to the amateur groups the real art of 
staging in all its phases—lighting, congruous 
setting, as well as coaching in stage presence, 
diction, and the acquirement of that most 
difficult of arts, true stage presence. It would 
give to the Little Theater productions the 
important improvement of real ability in key 
parts, especially in the leads. 


There is no reason why Little Theater 


groups should cling to the idea that they must 
remain wholly amateur. They can become a 
training department on the basis of mutual 
helpfulness — deriving incalculable benefit 
from the directive ability of great film com- 
panies, and from the inspiration of real stage

Dollar Return 
for Avocados 
at High Peak 


RETURN FROM EAST 


Greatest total-dollar return for 


any crop in the avocado industry's 
history is expected to be made this 
season, despite the severe losses sus- 
tained by many growers from the 
January freezes, indicates Manager 
George B. Hodgkin of the Calavo 
Growers of California. Total crop 
returns to individuals, of course, will 
vary according to severity of frost 
damage. 


A far greater percentage than ever 


before of the growers' avocadoes is i 
being shipped east this season, where 
it is bringing substantial net prem- 
iums over local-state sales, the Cal- 
avo manager states. Thirty-five per 
cent of the fruit is currently being 
merchandised in eastern and mid- 
western states by the growers' co- 
operative. The dollar sales volume 
for Calavo-avocados and sidelines 
for the first six months this season 
exceeds that for any similar period.

A year 
ago these same trees produced fruit 
that would pack 250 and 298 to the 
box. 


This gain is remarkable, in that 


there was a cessation of growing 
during the freeze period, when no 
gains could be noted.

• Unexpected Profits From 


Valencia Crop 


Southern California Valencia or- 


ange growers received 
$2,325,000 


from an almost unexpected source 
during the past season, according to 
information just released by W. K. 
McCracken, vice-president of the 
Tree-Sweet Products company of 
Santa Ana. 


"In the past five years," reports 


McCracken, "the canned citrus juice 
and concentrate industry has grown 
to a size undreamed of a few years 
ago and seldom realized by the 
grower. For example, during the 
past season 77,500 tons of juice- 
grade Valencia oranges were used by 
the juice and concentrate manufac- 
turers, for which they paid an aver- 
age price of $30 per ton. This is 
equal to 
approximately 
2,712,500 


field boxes at an average price of 
86 cents per box. 


"The most significant fact about 


this volume of fruit is that a few 
years ago these same oranges would 
have returned the grower almost 
nothing." 


The figures above are for Valencia 


oranges only. A large quantity of 
lemons are also being converted into 
juice at the canneries. No figures 
are available for lemon purchases 
by the juice plants, although Mc- 
Cracken reports that his plant has 
used over 300,000 boxes of juice- 
grade oranges and lemons combined 
from July 1, 1936, to March 31 of 
this year. 


McCracken further points out that 


during the past nine months the 
TreeSweet Products company pack- 
ed more than twice as much orange 
juice and lemon juice as during the 
previous season, and at the present 
time the company is installing ap- 
proximately $50,000 worth of addi- 
tional equipment for the handling of 
an even larger volume during 1937.

At San Dimas dam the small di- 


version basin is full and overflowing 
for the first time since 1922, and 
water is still coming rapidly into the 
canyon dam from the upper moun- 
tain areas.

The measurements at the toe of the 
dam reach 5500 acre feet, which, with 
over a thousand acre feet held in 
the San Dimas canyon dam, makes 
6500 acre feet of water in storage 
for the irrigation systems in the San 
Dimas district.
